IirXCiER STRIKES 


A hunger strike is a political weapon. 


It is an effort to arouse pity in the 
hearts of political opponents them- 
selves. A prisoner who tries to end 
his life unless he is released, does not 
pead his cause, nor fight it He seeks 
to gain his liberty through sentimen- 
tality. 


When men fight in battle, they use 


weapon against weapon in man to man 
combat. One side does not threaten 
suicide because the other refuses to 
surrender. But. when a hunger strike 
is the weapon thai is the strategy of 
the campaign. For. the hunger striker 
says he will commit suicide unless his 
opponents surrender to him by giving 
him his liberty. 


If one prisoner can gain freedom by 


hunger striking, so may all prisoners. 


declares in the columns of that maga- 
zine that "The Democratic candidate 
is impossible. He is the candidate of 
\Voodrow Wilson and the League of 
Damnations. The Republican candi- 
' date is distinctly the lesser of two 
evils." The Indianapolis News, inde- 
pendent the property of the late Sen- 
ator Fairbanks, says "There is evidence 
of a strong and highly organized pro- 
German movement in favor of the elec- 


- tion of Senator Harding." 


Senator Harding cannot possibly de- 


sire to appear as the beneficiary of pro- 
German citizenship in this country, 
that is in the sense that the support is 
pro-German as such and that it arises 
from the causes and results of the war. 
He doubtless reflected this feeling in 
his Marion speech Saturday when he 
•warned against policies which might 
tend to "drive into groups seeking to 
make themselves felt in American life 
men and women -whose hearts are led 
away from 'America first" to 'Hyphen 
first' " On the other hand. Senator 
Harding himself should not hesitate to 
advocate and uphold those policies 
•which are right and essentially Ameri- 
can, regardless of the effect they may 
have upon the hyphenated elements 
and the hyphenated vote. If the presi- 
dentandthe representatives of the peo- 
ple had hesitaied in their duties in 1917 
because their clearly indicated course 
•would "drive men and women into 
groups seeking to make themselves felt 
in American life" there would have 
been no declaration of war. The hy- 
phenated.power would have stayed our 
hand and'wrecked our institutions. 


It is no different today. We cannot 


deviate from the path of duty because 
to stick to it arouses the hostility and 
organized'resistance of hyphenated ci- 
tizenship. We must either teach that 
citizenship the error of its ways 
through educational processes, or we 
must so repress it that it cannot make 
itself felt in our national life. The mere 
fact that a German-American Citizens" 
league has sprung into existence and 
is taking part in the campaign for the 
obvious purpose of influencing Ameri- 
can decision to coincide with the Ger- 
man-American point of view is prima i 
facie evidence that it is opposed to the 
American point of view. We ought not 
to tolerate the preservation of the hy- 
phen in any form. 


Mr. Harding will do well to disasso- 


ciate himself entirely from the organ- 
ized efforts of hyphenated citizenship. 
This does not mean of course that he 
should not desire the votes of German- 
born or German-descended citizens, 
for we make no distinction of race or 
nationality in our government And 
the war makes no difference in our at- 
titude toward them, regardless of 
where their sympathies lay heforr- 


. America entered the conflict But 


when self-styled German-Americans 
support Mr. Harding because he i« op- 
posed to the league of nations and the 
Versailles treaty they betray a contin- 
uance of the anti-American attitude 
they displayed during the war. Such 
support he can have no sympathy for 
and he ought to expressly repudiate it. 
Mr. Harding probably will be elected 
president of the United States, and his

Society would gravely endanger it- 


self by allowing lawbreakers to remain 
unmolested at large. For that reason, 
society cannot afford to admit hunger 
striking as a reason for a pardon. The 
hunger striker is as morally responsi- 
ble for his suicide as is any other per- 
son who takes his own life. 


In the case of the lord mayor of 


Cork, who is on the verge of death in 
an English prison as a result oi a hun- 
ger strike extending over a period of 
more than a month, the issue turns 
upon the justice oi" his imprisonment. 
If he is held for a crime or for reasons 
•which justify his detention and he com- 
mits suicide whether by hunger strike 
or any other method the British gov- 
ernment could not be charged with re- 
sponsibility. Indeed, it could not real- 
ly be held to blame for his death even 
though JIacSwiney is wrongfully im- 
prisoned. A man «-ho took his life be-, 
cause he was the victim of injustice 
would demoralize British administra- 
tion, although there is of course this 
important difference in the status of 
the lord mayor of Cork: He is sacrific- 
ing himself for a free Ireland on the 
theory that his imprisonment typifies 
British misrule of and injustice toward 
Ireland. 


Undoubtedly the psychology of the 


test he is making at the risk of his life 
is vcell reasoned out and his death 
would Intensify popular feeling against 
the British government throughout the 
world as -*-e3! as in Ireland. Whether 
it would so strengthen the Irish cause 
as to make it invincible- against British 
power is extremely doubtful. But 
whether or not the death of MacSwiney 
would serve the purpose inleded. there 
is much to the contr-ntion of Lloyd 
George that release of the lord mayor 
woud demoralize British administra- 
tion in Ireland and bring on even 
worse civil war and disorder than novv 
prevail.
